the Commercial. Publicity and Indus- 
trial Commission. 

The Mayor said Boston 'was now In « 
position to handle crowds, because it 
hart snlTicient hotel equipment and by 
♦i-gislative enactment is nov.' able to 
appropriate approximately 590,000 to 
meet competition in the contest of 
1 itics for this "business of pleasure."

The shapely limbs were de- 
corously shrouded in stockings and 
many additional yards of clothing 
had been added. 

As a result of the visit. Mayor 
Curley announced that although ".he 
"Sketch Book" had eluded official 
action, a stringent new policy of 
censorship would be adopted. 

Failure to comply with the or- 
ders of the censor will result In 
the revocation of theater licen.-;?, 
for an indefinite period, from the 
lessee. At pre.sent, the ordinance 
calls for revocation during the pro- 
posed run of the offending show. 
"This will be construed as a se- 
vere hut drastic action," Mayor 
Curley said. "It is necessary, 
however, to prevent flagrant dis- 
regard of the rules in the inter- 
ests of decency."

Reduce Unemployment 

Mayor's Conference Asks Gov ARen 
To Organize ReHef 



Mayor Curley, at a luncheon to 
leading educators on the matter of un- 
employment yesterday, announced that 
on next Thursday In Washington he 
was to have a conference with Fresl- 
dent Hoover on the Governors Island 
project which would mean employ- 
ment for 500 men and that he would 
suggest to the President the creation 
of a Federal Industrial Planning 
Board. 

A resolution was adopted at the 
meeting asking Gov Allen to call a 
meeting of Mayors and Selectmen at 
the earliest possible date to develop a 
program to meet the unemployment 
emergency In Massachusetts. It was 
also the sense of the meeting that 
Governors of every State In the Union 
be asked to organize State Industrial 
planning boards to coopera.to with a 
similar Federal board. 

Mayor Curley asked the educators 
to give thought to the possibility of a 
five-day week. He said that owing 
to the introduction of automatic de- 
vices which are proving a nightmare 
to the worker, one-sixth of the work- 
era of llie United States had been dis- 
placed and if vho saniii rate conllnuc.i | 
for th.^ next 10 years there will be 
B.OOO.O'X) to 7.000,000 unemployed In- 
stead of D.OOO.IXIO.

UUR PORT CASE TO DATE 

The hearings in what rommnnly is culled 
the New .Jersey UKhterape ra.";e will be resumed 
next Monday at Newnric before a representative 
of the interstate comineree cnmmission. The 
respotidents will begin their rros.s-examinntinn 
of the witnesses presented by the petitioners. 
Boston lia.s intervened in that case. The jTeti- 
tioners are tlie cities of Newarlc, Jersey City, 
Hoboliei), Pns.saic, Perth Amboy and some 
othf-rs in the Rroup ncro.ss the river from Man- 
hattan. 

Hearings will begin here at Boston, Dec. 1, 
in the similar ca.se brouglit before the I. C. C. 
by tlie city of Boston and Boston port authority. 
In both the.sp suits, the i.ssue at .sta!<e is the 
same. Boston and the New Jersey cities .allege 
that un.iust dtscriminntjon in what are called 
accessorial charges on goods for export and im- 
port deprive llirm of tliejr due .share in ocean- 
borne commerce. Both the Massachu.-ictt.s and 
the New Jersey petitloner.s, undertal<e to show 
that the railroads do for New York city what 
they do not do for other cities, that the rail- 
roads absorb the costs of the transportation of 
goods between railroad terminals and sliips in 
New York harlwr and do not absorb those 
chajges elsewliere. 

in the port of Boston all such charges are 
paid by the shipper. In tlie port of New York 
the railroads, not tlie shilipers. pay them. Those 
charges are heavy tliere, and relatively light here. 
Neverfhele.s.s, the practice ought to be uniform 
in any event, and it is just such small items in 
charges, and small difTerenccs in total costs of 
.sliipment through various ports, that spell the 
difference between a thriving and a declining 
port. 

Freight coming into Manhattan by rail has 
to be trucked and liglitered about the city and 
the harbor to the sliip,s to which it is consigned. 
Freight coming east on the railroads that have 
their terminals across the Hud.son from Man- 
hattan in like manner has to be tran.-ported to 
shipside. In New York the shipper never he.ars 
of the charge. We have here In Boston a rela- 
tively \ery sninll amount cf lighterage, and con- 
siderable truckage. The argument of the port 
authority is that the haulage rate.> to railhead 
are one thing and the transportation charges 
be.vond the railhead are something nuite difler- 
ent. They maintain that this diflerence outrht 
to be recognizeu niid that the rates for the two 
services should be published separately. 

The recent decision ol the commission In 
the ea.stern cla.ss rates case has important bear- 
ing on the matter of these ultra-rail charge.';. 
For yenrs wie have had a parity of west -bound 
freight rate.'! between Boston and Chicago with 
the rates between New York and Chicago, in 
spite of our greater distance. The I. C. C. de- 
cision takes account of that advftso factor and 
I raises the Boston rate to a slightly higher level 
than that of New York. Thus there would seem 
to he established the principle that the cost of 
the service in the longer haul should be consid- 
ered in the fixing of the rate. 

The mily ob.jeclion which has been ofTeved 
to the action of the port authority in making 
common cau.se with the New .Jersey ports In 
this matter of the accessorial charces in New 
York harbor is that tlie recognition of those 
charges might mean a raising of the commodity 
and domestic rates from Boston .and New Eng- 
land to New York. Tliat would seem to b"e, 
however, a recognition and application of the 
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.same principle that has been established in tne 

class rates case. Once tlic principle that the 
co,-,t of the service is to be reflected in the 
charges is established. It becomes of general ap- 
plication. The winning of the lighterage case 
would not expose our shippers to any damage 
that has not already been inflicted upon them. 
Tiip winning of that case should on the other 
hand be of \a,st advantage to a port which for 
year,=: iias been strenuously striving to obtain a 
fair finld for competition with the oti-er ports 
of the north Atlantic for ocean business.

\\'hatever battle may still have to h» 
roiiBlii over the question whether Ions 
p.nades should t>e allowed to come dow ri- 
town on holidays. Boston already stands 
agreed on one important point. The 
principle has been established that pa 
rades. on iPKUlor business days, have no 
proper place in the crowded and narrow- 
streets of the downtown section. I'nder 
modern (raffle conditions, a parade which 
enters such streets as AVashtneton and 
TremonI does not merelj' Interrupi, the 
iiormal activity of busy Bostonians; tlie 
procession cripples It completely, and | 
brings it to a long standstill. And that 
is an nnrca-sonable hardship to be im- 
posed in the name of even the m.>st 
worthy celebration. 

Mayor Curley has accepted this prln- 
■iple, and. under his Instructions, the

As the line of marcii is now planned — 
following Cliarles street from Park square 
to Beacon street, and then moving up 
Beacon to Hereford street— it completely 
cuts off the central Back Bay district. 
No one In that section can drive down- 
town, or i-eturn, duriner ail the time when 
the parade is passing along Charles street 
or when tlie ropes are drawn <o keep the 
street clear before It comes. To do away 
with this serious liandlcap, the route 
could be easily altered. Suppose that hav- 
inc come from Jlossachusett.s avenue ; 
down Columbus to Park scjuare and Iiav- j 
ing entered the drill ground, the paraders 
should leave the Common by the middle 
gate — opposite the Public rjarden entrance 
and then turn hack south along Charles 
street to Boylston. There tliey could take 
Ihe northerly half of Boylston street to 
Arlington, leaving the lane on the south 
side of the subway entrance free for the 
noi-mal Boylston street traffic, also with- 
out interfering in any way with the 
trolley cars. Then, from flie corner of 
Boylston and -Arlington streets, the pa- 
rade could proceed by the latter street to 
Commonwealth avenue. There they would 
turn west Into the lane on the north side 
.<f Ihe avenue, thus leaving the south 
side of this "double-tracked" boulevard 
free for normal tralTic. and nnish the 
parade at Jlas.«achuse[ts, or thereabouts. 

With this route In use. access to a great 
part of all the central Back Hay district 
would at no time be cut off. Beacon 
street, being wholly .avoided by the pa- 
raders, would be constantly available for 
motor-cars moving either uptown or 
down lown.

\yhen colors passed by, the fla.g of 
the city of Boston appeared in the 
West Point column for the first iime 
in history, with the national flag on 
one side and the Army Corps fia^ 
on the other. 

Col Richardson explained that in 
1821. the city of Boston presented 
West Point with a city flag. Thi ilat' 
Is now too ancient to remove fri_m 
Its case, but a. year ago, when the 
cadets were here for the last Harvard 
Army £ame, the city presented the 
Hcademy with a. duplicate of it. The 
du_;licHte was carried yesterday. 

The cadets were dismissed fohow- 
ing the review, and disappeared in all 
directions, some with their mo*''.ers 
and fathers or sweethearts.

Tolls of Letters He Has 
Received From "Drys" 

Queslion lor Aincricans Alona-Siire 
En?Jand Won't Trv Prohibition 



Tho Glolie last night received from 
Mayor Reuben Salter of Boston. Eng, 
the appended letter. It tells its own 
story: 

"To the Editor of the Globe— Slnee 
anlvln;,' home in Old Boston, I have 
lecolveil pevtral letters from AmerlcH 
commentins on my observaliona of 
prohibition while in your cMuntry. One 
very courteous letter from Rev William 
aiacnalr, pastor of thf Prospect Con- 
treKational Church, Cambridge, Mass, 
To which he has put Iho case very 
fairly for the "Drys.' Other letters 1 
have also received, of <«.iich the less 
&iid about tliem the better. 

"I simply gave my opinion on what 
I saw and experienced while in Boa- 
ton. I, of course, had no opiwrtu- 
nlty of knowing liow prohibiticn is 
■working in America as a whole, how 
it afiects tho working classes, and 
whether it tends to sobriety and the 
tlccreasc! of drunkenness and crime. 
Nona of these things do wo get to 
know much about in England, only 
about tho rum runners and bootleg- 
feriB' operations and the evasions of 
the net. 

"Consequently a widespread opinion 
lis held In this country that tho en- 
forcement Is , f;vllure, and our sys- 
tem is compar. favoralilv with yours. 

"After all, t is a matter for the 

Americans to ''■■- ide themselves, and 
1 only look upon the question as an 
«Mit.ti,-Ur wHh scantv information. 



But Mayor Curley has saiit that May- 
or Salter'e; statement *i'annot. bo con- 
strued In any sense as ii-;w.s ; it ts 
simply reiterating a slatoinenl that is 
made by substantially every individ- 
ual who visits America.' 

"I am convinced that we In Eng- 
land would never adopt prohibition; 
the whole system Is foreign to tha 
British temperament, and I believe 
we are adopting a iietter method of 
dealing with the drink question than 
America. No responsible body in 
England udvocates prohibition, and 
there Is no possibility of it ever being 
passed. 

"Personally I am a life-long ab- 
stainer, and have advocated temper- 
ance all my life, and my sympathies 
ale all with the cause of temperance, 
but I have in my comments simply 
stated what I have seen and experi- 
enced. Yours respectfully, 

"R. Salter, Mayor of Boston. 
"P, S.— May I express to the citi- 
zens of new Boston (both 'weta' and 
'drys') our grateful appreciation for 
(he wonderful time you gave the depu- 
tation from the old country. It has 
made a striking impression upon the 
inhabitants of old Boston, and we 
feel that wc have a tie of common in- 
terest and Ideals tliat will bind us 
more closely together. Our experiences 
have created a dt^ep impression all 
over.

Boston IS stcachly coming to its senses. The fine old spirit 
cf civic unity anil independence is beins revived. The deter 
laination of the railroad, indu.-tnal and business interests to 
CO operate unitedly with Mayor Curley in the campaign to 
abolish the freight differentials which have impaired the port 
and business senerally is a spirited manifestation of community 
enthusiasm and purpose worthy of compliment. 

There is none so blind he cannot see that the development 
of the port has been restrained by artificial devices and ca- 
pricious handicaps. 

Nature has endowed Boston with a mapnificent harbor. It 
is naturally and lotrically the heart of New England's water 
transportation systrm. It is at least one day nearer to the 
trade marts of the European Continent than New York and the 
Southern ports. 

But the aflvantace of her proximity to the export and im 
port trade channels, instead of inurinc to her benefit, has been 
made a weapon for her punishment. She has been penalijied 
by high railroad rates on the ore hand and she Has been denied 
the compensating right of lower water rates on the other. 

There can be no mystery to the fact of this discrimination 
or to the further fact that in New York the shipping interests 
accept the lightering, truckine and other port charges which in 
Boston they corcpel the shipper to pay. The financial interests 
which control -hipping are substantially lodged in New York. 
Their concern in that port is so great and intense that, in ord«r 
to maintain their dominance, they will adopt pnnitive measures 
against Boston or any other rival. 

While the flnanciki interests of Boston have been lamentably 
devoid of patrifrf.ic regard for the lipbuilding of the merchant 
.itarlne, the political interests of New England have been lament- 
ably weak in pushing for their rights in legislation at Washing- 
on. They have accepted repeated lickings in transportation 
natters with such indnlgence that official Washington has looked 
omewhat with acorn npon them.

Councilor iritzgerald declared that he- 
fore Chairman C.oodwln rfecelved his ap- 
pointment to Ihe c'vll service hoard Ih • 
rules were so elastic; thai department 
heads were allowed lo provide temporary 
emidoyment to laborers and mechanics 
without regard to tho eligible lists. Com- 
menting on the m;iyor's conference at 
Ihe rarker House witli edncTlors, Mr. 
Fitzgerald asked: "^^'hat do they know 
about the conditions of tho poor of 
Chnrlrstown, .Soulli Hoston, the West Fnd 
anfl rtoxdtirv'' They all have soft Jobs." 

The West Knd councilor declared that 
there had been too much talk and too 
little action.

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Recalls Unemployment Parley 

Mr Ely then quoted speeches of the 
then President Harding and Secretary 
of Commerce Hoover at the uneniplov- 
ment conference on the seriousness of 
the unemployment situation. 

"And yet in tlia faca of the fact 
that the danger of serious unemploy- 
ment was fully recognized nearly 10 
years ago, that It was agreed by lead- 
ing bUBinesa men, bankers, and econo- 
mists that it was entirely possible to 
largely prevent and certainly control 
It, and notwithstanding the fact that 
comprehensive plans were drawn up 
dealing with unemployment and ac- 
tually carried Into elTect succcistully, 
neither the President of the United 
States, who was chairman of the un- 
employment conference, or the Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts, who had had 
long experience, took any steps what- 
ever to deal with the situation, which 
has existed for 12 months, until within 
the last few days," he added. 

"Much of the hardship which Is In- 
evitable during the coming Wintrr 
could have been prevented if adequate 
steps to meet It had been taken early 
In the year. As matters stand now, 
the best that can be done In the im- 
mediate future Is to alleviate suffering 
■o far aj pos.slble and prevent its 
further extentlon. An imperative de- 
mand In addition is that without 
further faltering or Indecision we shall 
once and for all organize In this State 
to provide against another develop- 
ment of this character In the future, so 
far as It is possible to do so. 

Promised Early Parley 

"Speaking over the radio during the 
primary campaign, I said that imme- 
diately following my election I would 
call a conference of leaders of business, 
of labor, economists, and heads of State 
bureaus to cooperate along the lines of 
the plan laid out by the Indu.strial con- 
ference of 1921 for the relief of unem- 
ployment. If I had the slightest pre- 
text of authority for so doing, I should 
have called that conference at once. 

"It U an extraordinary thing— In 
view of the experience in dealing with 
the unemployment problem in 1921 and ! 
1922 and the plans formulated at that ■ 
time for tackling such a dimculty-that | 
not only did the President of the United i 
States fail to do anything to combat | 
the situation until last Saturday, but \ 
the Governor oi Massachusetts likewise | 
neglected to take any proper steps to | 
protect the Interests of the people of 
this Commonwealth and prevent the 
hardships which are certain to develop 
this Winter. 

As a business man, Gov Allen should 
have recognized the necessity of 
prompt action. He should h.ive made 
sure that the State of Alassachusetts 
moved promptly to prevent the devel- 
opment of untoward conditions as f .-ir . 
as possible, and yet not a recommenda-| 
tlon of any kind was made In his In- 
augural, sent to the General Court on 
Jan 1, 1930, although, as he there stat- 
ed. It was his duty to sugerest to the 
General Court such measures as he be- 
lieved to be 'desirable and necessary 
In orde» to further our program of 
progress.' " 



Blames Blunder Long Ago 

Mr Ely cited Instances of successful 
handling of the unemployment prob- 
lem In other cities and States and 
charged that the failure "to take logi- 
cal, preventive measures 10 months 
ago Is largely resiionslble for the con- 
ditions that confront us now and con- 
stitutes one of the worst governmental 
blunders which State or Nation has 
witnessed In years." 

Mr Ely also said that Gov Fuller If 
entitled to the credit for the progress 
of social welfare.

MAYOR CURLEY URGES PRESIDENT 
LAUNCH $1,000,000,000 PROJECT 

Outlines Plan to Develop Whole Mississippi 
Valley, With Jobs for Thousands — Advises 
Start Now, Before Summer Brings End of 
Depression 



WASHINGTON', Oct 23— Call- 
ing upon I'resident llnover to 
order a major enterprise that 
■would immediately relieve un- 
employment to some degree, 
Mayor James M. Curley today 
laid before ihe President a 
$1,000,000,000 project tliat would 
build up a new inland empire 
In the Mississippi Valley, pro- 
vide cheap power, end flood 
perils — and employ thousands 
ot men over a period o£ two 
years. The plan calls for de- 
velopment ot the Mississippi 
from ChicaRo to New Orleans. 

The project, also suggested (o 
Secretary of Commerce Lan>ont 
and Kocrctary of Labor James J. 
Davis by the Mayor, won their 
Interest to the extent that cacli 
asked him to send further dahi. 

•The I'resident said," Mayor 
Curley reported on leaving the RxeculiTe offices, "that $375,000,000 had 
been appropriated to l>e expended during the next tlireo years. ' 
pointed out that this depression would be over in six months and tbo 
time for action was now. I urged that he begin at once in a major 
way rather than a minor way."

Future of Governor' g Island 

Here and there in Bofiton today tha 
ciuestion was beinsr asked: "What does 
Lhe plan to u.se> Governor's f.sland m»an? 
Is anyone really proposing to scrap the 
existhiK airport, and, at Iari;e expense, 
to move it out to the Island?" Since wo 
were first to .speak out, many months 
ago, in fiivor of tho tran.sfer of Govern- 
or's Island from the Federal Government 
to the city of Boston, vre feel a natural 
dealro to clear away all such ml.sappre- 
henslons as quickly as iKissiblo. No pro- 
posal exists to make the Island, now or 
in the distant future, Bnytblnp but nn 
adjuiict to the present airport. The 
island lies close to the J'Ja.st Boston shore 
where the airfield i.ow lies. Moreover, 
necessary work now authorized for en- 
largsment. of the field will brinp the two, 
witMn a few months, even closer. About 
■•ne-fourtb of the Intervening space is to 
•» flUfiri under the coplr.acts advertised 
yesterday. In short — the island, ad- 
mltf-dly of no further use to thr^ War 
Depa-tmcnt. — lies in the natural line of 
the aJrport's future expansion, and offers 
an excellent site for future construction 
of a moorlnp mtvst for dirigibles, which 
could not possibly l>6 accommodated on 
the exls'lng field without destroying tho 
usetulne.s.s of the Kast Boston .airport for 
the landing and take-off of airplanes. 

Consequently, the city's acquisition of 
control over Governor's Island Is plainly 
a loRical, far-sighted step. But as for the 
present expenditure of an.v consldorable 
amount of money for the Island's develop- 
ment, that is a phase of the question 
which has not .vet been reached. There 
is neither any appropriation of that char- 
acter now on the books, nor could one 
be liad without an act by the General 
Court. Meanwhile, the orderly pjan for 
enlargement, of the Kast, Boston field 
itself Is going forward, with the sum of 
about $380,000 actually appropriated for 
the purpose. Of this, ."tomelblng more 
than half iiaa ftlroadi' been lali out dui tng 
I lie present year, and the balaiir-e is to 
be usefully expended, wo are glad lo say, 
under llie l,i,ls wlii. Ii have Just been 
called fur.

"Never FaUe<l to Provide for Own" 

"The Jewish people of Boston have 
never failed to provide for their own.

Everyone 
i.s familiar with the great work the 
Beth Israel Hospital is doing under the 
direction of Dr Wlllnsky.

Scenes of 1928 Presidential Campaig-n Re-en- 
t: acted as Famous Democrat Arrives-- 
I Streets Throng-ed. 



SceriPS of the hectir presidential ram- 
palgn of 1928 were re-enartert yesterday 
when a huge crowd Jammed the virlnity 
of the South station yesterday to greet 
Al Smith. 

As Smith rodi- in an open automobile 
from the South station to the Copley- 
Plaza Hotel, additional thousands gath- 
ered along the rout^" to applaud him. 
The total was more than 50,000. 

Further evidence of the personal pop- 
ularity of the Democratic standard 
bearer of 1928 was shown by the throuRs 
that turned out to cheer him a.s he went 
from hLs hotel to the Boston Arena 
and from the hotel to the Back Bay 
station wliere he enti'nined for New 
York at midnight. 

An hour before the arrival of Smith's 
private car at 12:4S a huge crowd be- 
gan to gather in the South station, on 
Summer street and in Dewey square. 

By the time a cavalcade of mo\mted 
iwlicemen began to lead tlie dozen cars 
of the Smith party up Summer street, 
there were fully 20,000 gathered in 
Dewey square and on Summer street 
from Atlantic avenue to Dorchester 
avenue. 

There was not. however, the enthusi- 
astic cheering that marked the Smith 
reception in 1928. Wlien the crowd at 
the South station spotted the well 
known Smith brown derby there was a 
cheer b\it greeting along most of the 
route to the Coplcy-Plaza Hotel was 
mostly by hand clapping. 

NOMINF.K.S WITH HIM 

Former Gov. Smith was accompanied 
from Providence by Marcus A. Cool- 
Idge and Prank .J. Donahue, chairman 
of the Democratic state committee. 
Mayor Curley. Senator David I. Walsh. 
Joseph B. EJy. Democratic nominee tor 
Governor and former M,iyor .John !•'. 
F'itzgerald were among the Democratic 
leaders on hand (o greet Smith wlien he 
arrived at the South station. Many of 
the committee wore brown derbies. 

The South station in the vicinity of 
track 26 was jammed when the Smith 
party appeared. Police were forced to 
lock arms forming a human lane 
through which the party made its way 
to aiitomobile.<! waiting at the Dorches- 
ter avenue entrance. 

From buildings opposite the South 
station on Summer street streamers 
and torn paper showered down in 
greeting. In one window was a sign,

Mayor Curley moved that ft meet- 
ing of the mayors and boards of select- 
men of the cities and towns of the 
commr)nwcalth be called within a few 
day;;, to take place in the Gardner 
auditorium at the Slate Hou.se.

General Charles If. Colo was tho only per- 
son iiresent to dispute tile cUilms of prop- 
erty owners, but Kdward E. Whltlnfjof the 
Elevated trustees, and II.

Retail Trade Board Unanimously Backs "Throughf are 

Plan" Designed to Relieve City of Traffic 

Congestion Downtown 

The retail trade board at a meeting [,^^6 from four to six times the Ca- 



lais yesterday approved unanimously; 
the "thoroughfare plan for Boston," 
icslgnsd by the Boston city planning 
board and recently presented at a 
luncheon given by Mayor cHirley Jifter 
more than three years of exhaustive 
study and research under the direction 
jf Robert Whltten, president of the City 
Planning Instil ute of Amerira. 

The plan provides for the construction 
jf a central artery, a two-level express 
■oad, about a mile and a half long, from 
Nashua street to Knreland street, with 
I minimum width of 100 feet. It includes 
I suriace roadway for short distance lo- 
■al traffic and an upper level high- 
«-ay, 54 Xcct in width, for longer dis- 
tance and through traffic. 

UNANIMOUSLY INDORSED 
The Whltten report was considered 
and discu,ssed In every phase at a large- 
ly attended meeting of business men 
and was then unanimously indorsed by 
the whole board. The new thoroughfare, 
experts predict, will relieve Washington, 
Trcmont, Devonshire and Congress 
streets of from 35 to 40 per cent, of the 
present vehicular traffic which now 
passes through the downtown district on 
ihe way to and from polnUs outside the 
downtown region. 

president George B. .JohnMin of the 
board dc.'larcd that the work r'one dur- 
ing the la.it three years by tne Boston 
;:Uy planning Ixiard furnishes, for the 
first time, a definite and pasitive f ac- 
tual basis for the solution of Boston's 
major thoroughfare prublems. 

"U.sually In the past." he said, "we 
have had to gues., about the facts of 
downtown traffic congestion.

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THE MAYOR, UNIONS AND ELEVATED 



It was in 1925 during a previous incumbency 
tliat Mayor Cuilfy expressed his views about 
itlie futun: of llie Eievatcd system In an address 
at tlip annual dinner of tlie New England Street 
Railway Club.

subway pxten.slon to Auriuixiu circle. 

An agreement that it is advisable to 
exteitd the terminus of the Beacon 
street subway from its contemplated 
location near the Boston &; Albany 
bridge to a point adjacent to the re.ser- 
vaimn at Audubon circle was reached 
vcsicrday at a conrcrrncp called by 
M.iyor Curley and attended by the Ele- 
vated tru.stee?. Director Bernard J. 
Rothwell and Frederic E. Snow, tho 
'ransit commi.'^'^iou. metropolitan tran- 
sit district trustees and the selectinen 
of Brookllne. f 

Tliere was unanimity of opinion that 
it would iie fo'.ly to igriore the need as 
well a.s tlie opixirtunily of continullitt 
the subway to Audubon circle. No leg- 
islation i!i nece.'-.saiy but the appioval of 
tlic directors of the Elevated must be 
given before tiie work can be autlior- 
ized. 

The pstimaird cost of the new exten- 
sion is $1,300,000. thereby making the 
lota! expense oi the Govrrnor stpiare 
extension .$,i.nou.OOO. If the directors 
eive their approval the estimated Rddi- 
liopal annual rental to be a.ssessed upon 
llie Elevated will be .lian.OOO. Doubt i.s 
held that the operating revenue will 
absorb tliis adrillional charge but a.i 
Ihe subway Icsislalion provides for the 
ipiTortionmrnt of any deficit upon the 
.communities .served by the Elevated, the 
willingness of Boston and Brookline to 
hear .such an assessment is expected to 
have an important bearing vipon the 
decision of the directors. 

Boston is commit led to the payment 
of 7t iier rem. oi any deficit due to 
subway rentals. The .selectmen of 
Brookiine believe tliat the benefit-s 
which the residents of lliat town will 
derive in Hie way of fa.stcr .service, 
possible bv Ihe exiension oi the subway 
ii> Audubon circle, Ju.stify incurrhig a 
po.sslble annual assessment. 

A'layor Curler brlieies that employ- 
ment can be (urnished L'OO additional 
men. when the Be.Tcnn street rxten.sioii 
is anprovcd and that work .. ii be car- 
ried on (oiiii'iuDUsly with three ?hift,<!

MR. CONBT'ON THE VOTE 

To the Editor of The rierald: : 

The inevitable has happened. The 
panic of 1929 declared the usual politi- 
cal dividends. Tlie results have been 
discounted by .judicious observers. Onlj' 
the unhappy leaders of the party to be 
held responsible were reluctant to face 
,the flame. In ^;a.ssachusetts the Demo- 
crats have elected Joseph B. Ely for 
Governor by a striking majority, while 
the majority for Coolidge over Butler 
becomes almost sublime. Ely strikes 
the electorate a.s a worthy follower, in 
the Governor's office, of Davta 1. 
Walsh Personality plus panics are re- 
sponsible for the Republican disaster. 
The vote was decisive. Whether It is 
analyzed positively in majorities, or m 
the negative by the sullen dissatisfac- 
tion of those who refused to vote, the 
result js the same. 

Outside of the victorious candidates, 
the leader who emerg-s with highest 
credit Is Mayor Curley of Boston. He 
was the .subject of vicious attacks. Mean 
allegations as to his loyalty were indus- 
triously circulated. Becaii.se he had 
spoken in kindlv terms of Gov, Allen. 
using the eourtious words ccmmnn 
among gentlemen, he wa.s charged with 
dislovalty to his own party. 

It would have been a lean compli- 
ment to Gov. Allen In intimate that he 
expected Mavov Curley to abandon his 
party associates and betray hts party 
principles because the Governor had 
been cordial to the mayor, gracious in 
co-operation and sympal.hetic in per- 
sonal matters. The mayor preserved 
his poise. The strategy of the situation 
required that he would maintain intact 
the Democratic-, line? in. .Boston, and 
this he did with entire success. One 
close to the Curley administration.' in a 
speech at Worcester the Friday night 
before the election, publicly predicted 
that Boston would give Ely 75,000 ma- 
jority. The figures sustain the speech. 
The genius of leadership respects 
silence, particularly when the enemy is 
angling for discord. At the Arena in 
Boston, at Springfield and at Holyoke, 
Curley gave eiidence of the command 
of language which sways the reason as 
well a.s the emotions of the people. 
Gov, -elect Ely will be the first to ac- 
claim Mayor' Curley's political leader- 
ship The insidious industry of evil- 
minded men cannot rtainage the relR- 
tiorshin of Ely and Curlry. 

A' the coming session of the l.egis- 
lalure perfect harmony will be in evi- 
dence. Bostons needs will be met. 
Metropolitan matters will be determined

EXTEND IT ^ ^ 

At a conference between M*yat 
Curley and Elevated officials and 
trafllc experts held at City HaH, a 
distinct furtherance of the plan to 
continue the Governor square sub- 
! way e.xtcnsion under Beacon street 
to Audubon circle, was made. 

The Mayor pledged the city to the 
idea of further extension, and in this 
conncclion City Auditor Carven said 
that the move could be financed 
without delay, permitting the city to 
provide work for at least 200 more 
uicn in addition to the 500 now dig- 
ging, day and night, on the exten- 
sion already authorized. 

This extension can, it is estimated, 
be put through for $1,800,000. It will 
be worth tjiat to carry out the under- 
ground line to a very appropriate 
terminal at Audubon circle, where 
there is plenty of room for ap- 
proaches and where exists the most 
natural place for a station. The 
Beacon street interests v.ere bitterly 
opposed to the present plan to have 
the extension go only to the New 
Haven railroad bridge, saying tiiat it 
would be very detrimental to their 
property to have the subway incline 
at that point. They are probably 
right. 

.Ml hand? seem to be agreed on this 
improvement. The chairman of the 
Transit Commission; members of the 
.Hoston Street Commission, and the 
iTralTic Commission; he Brookline 
Selectmen; and the corporation 
counsel were practically unanimous 
ill their opinion that the extension 
should itself be extended. Rarely is 
there so complete an agreement on 
any major operation in transporta- 
tion reform. 

j And much is to be expected of the 
I Elevated's board of directors. The 
chairman, Bernard J. Rothweli, al- 
ways a forward-looking man, favored 
the proposition at the conference and 
said he would call a meeting of his 
board to give the plan the cachet 
of their approval. 

There remain.s the sanction of the 
puhlir trustee', snd of the State 
Lt:!'''"" Coninii'->ion. I'he first pre^ 
suppose'! the fpcond, (or the Utili- 
ties Commission generally approves 
la measure that lias llie favor of all 
the oilier elements interested. We 
may, therefore, expect io fmd the 
subway extension extended, as it 
should be, to the "Circle," within a

An extensive building program of

Di- Lyons said that persons who have 
been trying to hold up the forwaid 
movement of plans will soon be 
thwarted. 

This extensive building project will 
necessitate the outlay of vast sums of 
money, and will result in a commen- 
surate increase In the City of Boston 
tax rate, Dr Lyons said. 

The increase in the tax rate Is in- 
evitable, he declared, as money must 
bo spent in the relief of the unem- 
ployed and the only logical course open 
IS to spend.

Dr Lyons very modestly spoke of 
his own efforts in behalf of the unem- 
ployed, stating that he had personally 
secured positions for 7;30 persons in leJis 
than three years, an aclilevement of 
which he was proud. He told of the 
sufTeringrf of the unemployed with 
whom he has come in clo.se cont-ict 
Many of the unemploved he has met 
have actually gone w.thout meals, ho 
said, rather than accept charity.

National emergencies call for measures no less national if 
the challenge of the emergency is to be met standing. Wide- 
sprcad unemployment resulting from the current depression is 
no exception to this rule. 

With this fact in mind Mayor Curley of Boston has urged 
upon President Hoover a national plan for harnessing the Mis- 
sifisippi River that would make it more than ever the servant 
and benefactor of the entire household of the nation. 

Boston's cntcrpri.-^ing Mayor -would have the federal gov- 
ernmont expend one thousand million dollars in developing and 
controlling "the Father of Watcr.s" in such a way as to prevent 
further flood disasters, provide cheap water tran.tportatioi'. and 
produce electrical energy at a minimum of cost lo the consumer. 

Under this plan flood control would he achieved by dev,ilop- 
ing a system of basins ?.long the Missi.ssippi and its tributarie,-; 
in which, in time of flood, water could be stored and then re- 
leased in time of drought. 

Hydro-electric installation at the entrance to these basin.s 
would permit the development and storage and distribution of 
power at a fraction of a cent per kilowatt. 

By deepening the channel of the river freight could be 
transported far more cheaply than under the existing expensive 
rail system, which requires from two to three handlings mnkci 
for delay and is largely responsible for depriving the farmer 
of his fair share of the profits from his produce. 

Cheap and riuick transportation between the Mississinui 
Valley and the markets of Central and South America and th. 
Orient, by way of the Panama Canal, and ultimately through 
a new Nicaraguan canal, would bettor enable the American peo- 
ple to meet the increasing competition of European countries 
in those markets. 

And Mayor Curley in his letter to President Hoover claims 
for his plan this additional advantage: Investing one thousand 
million dollar.s in a pro.jcct such a,s his plan calls for would 
make the Mississippi River states so attractive, to bu,sir.rss and 
industnal interests that no ma.jor concern could forego huildinc 
iti. own manufacturing plant in thai region, thereby getting ad 
vantage of the cheap power and cheap transportation. 

At a time when the mind of the nation is fixed upon wava 
anii means of meeting the national emergency which the present 
depression has created. Boston has sent to the federal city a 
plan that is certainly deserving of the prompt and »erio„« con. 
■ideration of the President and the OonKross. 

There is ample time for the army engineers, assisted by

DEFEAT SHOWS REFVBUiJAISS 
OF MASSACHUSETTS NEED TO 
FIGHT ON STRAIGHT PARTY LINES

Not in thp nipmiiry of living man has 
the prpstipp of thn Rrpubliran party in 
Massachusetts dcscpmiPd to thp dpptlis 
from whirh it now is struERllng to 
emerge. Bark in thp days of the Bull 
Mooop rebplllnn the Drmnri-ats had 
more pvlon>;ivp rontrni of the state 
government than they wiil have during 
the next two years, but in that prnod 
of Rcpublienn misfortune the party at 
least had possession of the t\vo spats in 
the United States Senate, 

It Is fair tp> assume that any party 
willingly would trade one senatorial post 
for a dozen mtccllaneous minor offices. 
The Republicans must obtain what lit- 
tle consolation there may be derived 
from having i-c.^cued a Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, a secretary of state, an attorney- 
general, a full congressional delegation 
and control of the Legislature from 
Tuesdays revolt. 

Republican leadership at the state 
House for the ne.v;t two years is in- 
herited by Pi-esident Caspar G. Bacon 
of the Senate and Speaker Lpvprett 
Saltoiifitall of the Hou.se of Representa- 
tives. It i.s quite grnerally agi-eed that, , 
meagre as it mu.st lie, it nevcrthrle.ss is j 
lmpo.sPd in the keeping of able and loyal ' 
guardians. j 

The true significance of the election ' 
has not .vet been fully appreciated. The 
results will have an effect much farther 
reaching than the mere change of oc- 
cupants of the chairs lipped ovpr. Re- 
gardlpAs of whether the state ha.^; a 
Democratic Governor for a single term 
for two term,-;, or even more, it is .safe 
to predict that ilip mpnT}rips of I he 
1930 election will linger in the minds 
of the party lc;idrr.s for many year- 

For II) suc.p.v,ivp yeans Rppublican i 
Governors have been elected with regu- 
larity by Republican voles, have iii- 
slalled Ihcm^elve.s in offices and then, 
procppdpd to glvp Ma.ssachu.setl,s non- 
paitLsan government, r.-.lvm Coolidge 
was a.s guilty of this as iia\p bpen his 
successors. 

niSGUST A\n SUSPICION 

The cumulative effect of it all was 
that Republicans became disgusted and 
Dcmocrat.s became suspicious of the 
generosity which was .so obviously fla- 
vored with political sein,;hness. One 
Ihing is certain, and that is that there 
is no such thing as Democratic grati- 
tude for the apixiintment of a Drmo- 
crat by a Republican Ciovprnor. 

There is such a thing as Democralir 
resentment at the appointment by a 
HepubUcan Oovernnr of a Democrat 
As a matter of fact, very few appoint- 
ments ever benefited the party makin" 
them. If anything, for the one man 
whase ambition was gratified, there 
were many whose dUapixilntment was 
translated InU acl,l\e political effort U> 
rctali;Ue lor fancied grievances In hav- 



ing been overlooked. 

The Democratic party ivgistered Us 
mammoth protest against the patron- 
izing oi: Domocrats liy Republicai-is.

It is rea.sonably safe to sav that 
from a political viewpoint South Bos-

"Today wo are begir ning to learn 
that these prison conditions and their 
inevitable results are not a nccejslty 
and that by classification, Regregation, 
educrition, u.st^ful orcupation, vocation- 
al training and parole we can salvage 
to civilization and to useful life thous- 
ands of shattered lives. 

"Another great war at peacetime li 
that which we are wagmg in Dcnsll 
of mental and physical health. It is 
within our lifetimes that science and 
(ducatlon have made It possible not 
only to halve tlie rate of Infant mor- 
t'jlity, but move to lengthen the aver- 
age span of life by many yean:.

Ill Boston perhiip.s more than *n most 
':itiea. tr-iffle rrdinance« are iniportanf 
because of the notorious eccentricities of , 
Boston's streets. Particularly Is the I 
parkinf? iirjhlem acute there, iov many 
of KoMon's streets are not only crooked 
tint, narrow. 

It is intercBtins then to see how the 
Hoston police handle this problem when 
nut-of-town visitors offend against the 
legulations. I'uiice courtesy everywhere 
Kives the out-of-town drivei- the benefit 
of tiie doubt* nowhere is this excellent 
practice more closely adliered to tiiHn 
h<^^e in New ITaven. One has but to 
stand at the corn^jr of Church and Ohapel 
streets in a rush hour and sec the cour- 
lesy with whi<h out-of-town Hnd out-ol- 
Ihe-State cars are directed to know this. 
But Boston, being a, larger city, has .1 
larser volume of tiiese innocent infrac- 
tions and handles tliem. aciorditif; to Bos 
ton dispatches as follows: 

"The unwary 'jr careless \ isilor I''. 
Bo.ston, who violates any one of the nu- 
merous traffic and parkins rejjulation.s 
will find his car MasKed' with a. blue slip, 
which is at once a reminder that he h^s 
violated traffic rcKUlatinns. and an i;fri- 
ciiil welccime to the city.

This project calls for the re- 
nio\ al of a dangerous shoal which 
the Board ot Port Authority has 
been seeking to have removed for 
several years past.
